Around nine million Americans have some form of 
medical insurance while twenty-six million carry voluntary 
surgical insurance, it is revealed by the Life Insurance 
Association of America. This is in addition to fifty-two 
million carrying hospital insurance. 


These voluntary plans are less expensive than anything 
the government might devise, unless it can do better than 
Australia and England have done with their socialized 
medicine. 


If the government will encourage voluntary health 
insurance plans and stimulate the construction of more 
medical schools and more reasonable entrance require- 
ments for medical students, it will be doing about all that 
it practicable at this time to advance the public health.

County Fair grounds, and of promoting the agricultural, edu- 
cational and recreational interests of the county." 


Local groups and clubs are in- 
terested in the project. Mentioned 
in the proposal as having already 
used the grounds or . making plans 
for the future were the Lions Club, 
Grotto, 
Boy 
Scouts, 
4-H 
Clubs, 
YMCA, Girl Scouts, Farm Bureau, 
schools and colleges. 


Many Activities Possible 
Baseball, skating, racing, 
play- 
grounds, picnics, outdoor meetings, 
expositions, 
celebrations, 
circuses, 
shows, benefits, and Fairs are men- 
tioned as possible activities that can 
be staged on the grounds. Associa- 
tion directors plan to make the 
ground 
available 
to 
all 
Morgan 
county groups for worthwhile ac- 
tivities. Charges for use of 
the 
grounds are to be oh it non-profit 
basis for the association find will be 
made only when the group spon- 
sering the event makes a profit on 
their event. In reality, the associa- 
tion will act only as an owning and 
management 
group 
making 
the 
grounds available to all groups to 
use for the benefit of ail.

The annual Morgan County 4-H

Memberships $100 Each

A rib roast of beef is both an op- 
portunity end a challenge to the 
modern homemaker. an opportun- 
ity for mu'jh good eating, a chal- 
lenge to cook the meat correctly so 
it will be at its best. Actually, nei- 
ther is hard, for everyone enjoys 
good eating, and roasting meat is 
one of the easiest of cooking meth- 
ods. 


Remember when 
buying 
your 
roast that the larger cuts cook to 
best advantage. Roasts which con- 
tain at least 2 ribs are considered 
the best buy. If you would like to 
have the roast boned and rolled, 
have it done right at your meat 
dealers. Such a roast, however, re- 
quires a slightly 
longer 
cooking 
time, because the bones are not 
there to conduct the heat through- 
out the meat. 


The standing rib provides its own 
natural rack for roasting. To cook, 
place the meat on this natural rack 
in open shallow roasting pan. 
The 
rolled rib requires a roasting rack. 
If you have no such rack, use your 
cake cooling rack or even two or 
three jar lids—anything to keep the 
meat off the bottom of the roasting 
pan, so it will not cook in the drip- 
pings. Be sure that the rolled rib 
is placed on the rack with its fat- 
test surface on top—the standing rib 
will automatically be In this posi- 
tion if placed on its natural rack. 
No Liquid, No Cover 


Grand-Tasting Meat 


What could be grander for your next Sunday's dinner than a rib roast 
of beef? You can serve it not only that day. but several days after, so it's 
really an economy. With it go corn-on-thc-cob, crisp vegetable relishes, 
and mashed potatoes and gravy. 


Now place the pan with the meat 
in a 3002 F. oven. You will need no 
liquid and no cover because the 
meat is already tender and has a 
fat coating that will keep it that 
way during cooking. 
Because you 
have placed the meat in the pan 
with its fat surfape up, the drip- 
pings will run down through the 
meat as they melt, thus basting the 
meat. 


One way to tell when the meat is 
done is with a roast ¿neat thermo- 
meter (rare, 140 F.; medium, 160* 
F.; well done. 370* F.) But you can 
estimate the length of cooking time 
by 
u s i n g 
"minutes-per-pound" 
charts. 
According 
to these, 
a 6 
to 8 pound standing rib of beef can 
be cooked to the medium well-done 
stage by allowing 22 to 25 minutes 
per pound, while the 6 to 8 pound 
rolled rib takes 38 
minutes per 
pound. 


And there is your perfectly done 
roast, without a bit of attention 
from the time you put it in the oven 


until you take it out. If your oven 
is the correct temperature, you can 
go io church or do the day's clean- 
ing without' giving 
it 
another 
thought until it's done. 
Carving, Serving 


Carving either the rolled or stand- 
ing rib roast of beef is easy, too. The 
rolled rib is held firmly with a fork 
and sliced cross-wise. 
The stand- 
ing rib is turned on one of its faces, 
and, while held firmly with a fork 
between the ribs, sliced from the 
outer fat surface toward the rib. 
The slice is freed by cutting along 
the rib. 


Most folks agree that 
mashed 
potatoes and roast beef gravy are 
the best possible accompaniments 
for the meat—much of the flavor 
and some of the nutritive value of 
the meat are contained in the gravy. 
To this add crisp vegetable relishes, 
cabbage, 
salad 
and 
a 
graham 
cracker refrigerator pudding 
for 
dessert, and the meal is truly "out 
of this world."

Washington, Jan. 12—(JP)—Europe 
definitely expects American aid to 
halt in mid-1952 although Europe's 
troubles then will be far from over, 
Robert Marjolin, secretary general 
of the council of Marshall plan coun- 
tries, said today.

"It doesn't mean that Europe ex-j 
pects the United States to provide 
another $3,000,000,000," he said. 


Larger outlays by the 
United 
States in the remaining three years 
of the Marshall plan would be of 
limited value because world short- 
ages of materials govern the speed 
with which European production can 
be boosted, said Marjolin's colleague, 
Sir Edmund Hall-Patch. 


"Obviously, insofar as materials 
are available, the more money you 
have the more quickly you can get 
on your feet," said Sir Edmund, who 
is chairman of the council's executive 
committee.

Lloyd Graunke of '.he I.S.D. fac- 
ulty was guest speaker Wednesday 
evening at the Hi-Y club meeting in 
the Y.M.C.A. club rooms.

Mr. Graunke told of the history 
and background of the Illinois School 
for the Deaf, which has served over 
7500 students since its establishment 
in 1836. At present approximately 
450 boys and girls from the ages of 
4-18 are enrolled in the classes. There 
are 65 teachers. 


The progressive Instruction given 
at the school is divided into three 
different departments, oral, acous- 
tical and manual. Pupils in the oral 
department are taught speech and 
lip-reading. The acoustical depart 
ment is set up for those with partial 
hearing who can use hearing aids. 
Students in the manual section learn 
to spell words by making the sym- 
bols of the alphabet with 
their 
hands.
